IL Is said tliat there will l>e no 
change In the method of nmnagomonl 
during tho year 1929. Tho Bristol 
Mutual Telephone company was or- 
ganized In 1903, with Dr. R K. Stev- 
ens as president, F. U. Suyder as 
general manager, nnd J. A. Kowbot- 
tom as pocrotary and troasuror. This 
was the office which Mr. Uowlwliom 
held up to the present time. Ulrec- 
lora were Charles Mash, and Prank 
Waldo. A meeting was held and 
stock IsHued to the amount of $1,000. 
Each subscriber purchased his In- 
dividual telephone and was expected 
to take stock at $10 a share. Kcon- 
omy being necessary, the poles wore 
cut and hewn from white oak trees 
from the forest.
